Mayor Mancuso of violations 


In a letter dated Nos. 25, Carbondale Cits 
Council President James V McMyne 
informed Mayor Fred J Mancuso of viola¬ 
tions of the city’s home rule charter in the 
administration's presentation of the 1982 
budget. 

McMyne wrote: 

“In response to a conversation with 
Finance Director Joseph Masco, on Mon¬ 
day, Nov. 23, 1981, in which he informed 
council that it is your intent to proceed with 
your budget in strict compliance with the 
Home Rule Charter, council wishes to 
inform you of the following violations of the 
charter in your presentation of the 1982 
budget: 

“Sec. 8:02 — Submission of General Fund 

Budget: 

“On or before the first day of November ol 
each year, the Mayor shall submit to the 
Council a budget for the ensuing sear. (Vio¬ 
lation: Council did not receive budget 


until Monday. Nov. 16. 1981). 

"Sec. 8:03 — Budget Message: 

“The Budget shall be accompanied by a 
message which shall include: (Violation: No 
Budget Message received). 

“(I) An explanation of the expenditures 
and revenues in the proposed budget, indi¬ 
cating and explaining major changes from 
the current year. (Violation: No explanation 
received). 

“(2) An outline of proposed programs and 
an explanation of new. expanded, or abol¬ 
ished programs or functions. (Violation: no 
proposals received). 

“(3) A summary of the City’s debt posi¬ 
tion. (Violation: No summary of debt 
received). 

“(4) Such other material that will inform 
the Council and the public of municipal 
goals. (Violation: No information received). 

“Inasmuch as your Budget was presented 
to Council 16 days late, and in violation of 


the aforementioned Sections of the Home 
Rule Charter, it is the contention of Council 
that your Budget as submitted, is illegal, and 
Council is not bound by the provisions of 
Sections“8:06 and 8:07, of the Charter, with 
respect to the time limitations set forth in 
these Sections, nor can they be held respon¬ 
sible until such time as your office follows 
the correct procedure in presenting your 
Budget to Council. 

“Your attention is also called to: 

“Section 8:09 — Tax Levy 

’“Council shall establish tax rates and levy 
on the various subjects of taxation.' 

“It is the belief of Council, that it is in the 
best interests of your Administration. Coun¬ 
cil. and the citizens of the City of Carhon- 
diile, that amiable and constructive 
communication between your Office and 
Council, be established as soon as possible. 

“Your prompt response will be sincerely 
appreciated.”

My grandfather, who migrated to the Uni- 
ted States, lived in Jermyn for 30 years when 
he returned to his native country, to the 
village of Wirchomba where I was born and 
[ brought up. 

I 1 was 15 at the time and 1 remember one 
|story he told us very well, 
f It was about a dream he had one night. 

^ In this dream he saw himself dead. 

He saw his friends in terrible excitement 
and commotion around him. He saw the 
‘Undertaker backing his hearst-to the porch 
of the home where he lived on Lackawanna 
Street. 

■ , He saw how they were carrying him into 
the hearst and how he got to the funeral 
home. 



When he was lowered down to the 
grave, he cried out, “Let me out! I 
want to live!” 



He enjoyed the funeral services, but when 
he was lowered down to the grave, he cried 
out, "Let me out! 1 want to liye!”,|n this 
moment, he awoke from his dream. 

It was 1:45 a.m. 

He slept in a cool, damp room upstairs in 
the home of his sister Tessie. He could not 
sleep any longer. 

He got up, got his clothes on. and came 
downstairs into the kitchen. 

The kitchen was warm, the coal stove was 
loaded with coal and the heat radiated all 
around. He felt comfortable, but the 
dream he had bothered him. 

He took the coffee pot. made himself fresh 
hot coffee and dumped a portion of moon¬ 
shine in it to ensure himself that it would 
quiet down his nerves. 

Outside it was a late November foggy and 
chilly night. He kept consuming the hot col- 
fee and all his thoughts were concentrated 
around that dream. 

When 5 o’clock was nearing he decided tp 
go down to the Hudson Coal Co. mule barn 
which was located by the railroad track 
down by the bridge. 

While he was a laborer in the Hudson 
Coal mine he had to drive the mule which 
pulled the loaded coal cars out to the gate. 

It was too early to take the mule out. but 
the dream he had that night was pushing him 
to the motion. The barn man was there in the 


barn. 

I he mules had their oats and continued 
on the hay. chewing right along. 

But my grandfather did not have peace of 
mind what was that dream supposed to 
mean? 

In the meantime, other men came into the 
barn. It was too early, but they did not care: 
they were chatting, smoking pipes, chewing 
tobacco and telling stories about what hap¬ 
pened all around the towns/ 

T his way it went as it went every morning. 

At 7 o’clock the mules were harnessed and 
ready for departure into the black tunnels. 

My grandfather took his mule, but the 
mule was not willing to leave the ham. 
turned to head back to the stable as though 
he wanted some more hay. 

The barn man kicked the mule with curse 
words ... and there they went. 

Mules are usually slow, but that day the 
mule was more than lazy to walk more 
than two blocks into the mine tunnel, it was 
really hard to make it. 

The mule would not go any 
farther, he was pulling all kinds of 
tricks. 

When they arrived at the entrance of the 
tunnel, the mule would not go any farther, 
he was pulling all kinds of-tricks. 

In the meantime the miner was going out 
from the mine. He had made his blasting, 
gotten the coal ready for the laborer. 

The laborer had to load it up and pull the 
cars with the mule to the gate. 

From the gate the engine pulled the 
loaded cars to the coalbreakcr. 

The miner when approaching although 
my grandfather’s name was not Andrew 
would say.”Andro. your coal is ready there. 
As soon as you get it out. go home." I hat 
was the way it was every day. 

With the help of others my grandfather 
got the mule to the car and started to load 
the coal. Four more empty ears stood 
behind. 

It did not take long after he started load¬ 
ing that drifting started from the ceiling and 
a whistling noise went around w hich was 
always considered a warning before an acci¬ 
dent. but he did not pay any attention. 

He kept loading the coal and soon the first 
.car would have been loaded and ready to go 
out when a good size piece of rock broke 
from the ceiling and dropped on the mule's 
hack. 

The mule collapsed to the ground and laid 


as though he were dead. 

My grandlathcr woke up the mule, but 
right oil more nibble and stones came down 
like I rum a chute more on the 1 mule and 
on my grandlathcr. 

The prop gave out and the whole end 
above the main way went down with a big 
crash. 

Grandlathcr got knocked down, tailing to 
the ground and was covered to the waist with 
rubble-and dirt.

After that accident my grandfather spent 
seven months in the hospital and", all 
together, it took him 22 months to recuper¬ 
ate. I his way his dream went in fulfillment. 

When he was able to do some work, he got 
easy employment at the Povvderly Coal- 
breaker in May field. In his spare time he did 
some carpentry on houses in East Jermyn. as 
he was a good carpenter. 

I Ins way his dream went true. 

By the time the depression came in 1933. 
he was already an older man and disabled 
and could not do much. 

So. he decided to return home to his 
native country. 

Five years later after my grandfather 
returned home. 1 was forced out of my native 
country. 

My fortune was to take the way into the 
West and my journey ended near Jermyn.

St. Joseph’s gets new blood gas machine 


A new computerized blood gas machine 
from Radiometer of Copenhagen. Den¬ 
mark. has been secured by the Respiratory 
T herapy Department of St. Joseph’s Hospi¬ 
tal, according to an announcement by Sister 
M. Cephas Ryan. IHM. executive director. 

Acquisition of the ABl 2 machine culmi¬ 
nates an eight-week study of four such 
machines, and replaces an IL2I3 prev iously 
used to conduct blood gas tests. 

Each of the four machines was tested over 
a two-week period, and the ABl.2 was 
chosen for its relability, John K Peterson. 
Jr.. R.R.T ..director of the department said 
The machine is completely automated 
with a fully computerized system. It can per¬ 


form arterial blood gas studies, and directly 
measure the Ph (acidosis or alkalosis) in the 
blood. It also measures the amount ol car¬ 
bon dioxide and oxygen in the blood. It will 
provide calculated data on each ol the 
studies. 

The ABL2 will be used for treatment of 
various respiratory conditions. Peterson 
explained, and will save the hospital money 
as well “It will conduct more tests in a shor¬ 
ter time, and its reagent usage is not as 
exhorbitant as with some other blood gas 
machines.” 

“Ihe new ABL.2 is much faster.Mnce it 
calibrates itself. Previously this had to he 


done manually. It is ready to go around the 
clock. The new machine simplifies our work 
and has already decreased the number ol 
man hours significantly " Those man hours, 
according to Peterson, were used for instru¬ 
ment maintenance. 

"This instrument is more accurate than 
gas-calibrated instruments, since it is liquid- 
calibrated.” Peterson said. "Since blood 
itself is a liquid, isn't it more logical to have a 
liquid-calibrated instrument?" 

The machine was originally marketed by 
Radiometer in 1976. but since then has been 
updated several times. It is the newest of the 
models. Peterson pointed out.
